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Elizabeth Meeſe, Mother and Executrix of George 
Meeſe, Eſq; Deceaſed. Humbly ſubmitted to the 
Conſideration of the Honourable Honſe of Commons. 


HAT the faid George Meeſe obtained a Warrant from 
Queen Mary, His preſent Majeſty's late moſt gracious 
Conſort, bearing Date the Twenty Seventh Day of 

May, in the Third Year of Their Majeſties Reign, and in the 
Year of our Lord, 1691. Directcd to their Attorney-General, 
thereby Impowering him to prepare Letters Patents, to paſs 
to the ſaid George Meeſe two Rent Charges of Forty Pounds 
per Annm each, Ifſuing out of certain Lands lying in Stanford 
Manor, in the County of Efex, payable to two Jeſuits, or 
Seminary Prieſts for their Lives, which Rent Charges or An- 
nuities were, by Inquiſtion iſſued out and returned into the 
Exchequer in the late King Charles the Seconds his Reign ; 
Seized and Veſted in the Crown, Forty Pounds of which is 
ſince determined by the Death of one of the ſaid Jeſuits. 

THAT the faid late Queen Mary in her ſaid Warrant was 
graciouſly pleaſed to Expreſs ſuch Grant to be in Conſidera- 
tion of the great Services of the ſaid George Meeſe, who had 
the Honour to be Admural of a Squadron of His Majeſty's 
Men of War; in which Service both he and his younger Bro- 
ther loſt their Lives, to the unſpcakable Grict and Ruin of 
the faid Elizabeth Meeſe, and her diſtreſſed Family. 

THAT the ſaid George Meeſe, and the ſaid Elizabeth his 
Mother, have been at very conſiderable Expence in fucing 
for, and diſcovering the ſaid Rent Charges, altho' they have 
not yet obtained the leaſt benefit thereof. 

The ſaid Elizabeth Meeſe therefore humbly hopes that this 
Hononrable Houſc, in Conſideration of her ſaid grear Sui- 
fcrings, will Save to her the ſaid Grant, by Inſerting a Clauſe 
tor that purpoſe in the Bill now on foot, tor Re-afluming all 
Grants {ince the Year, 1684.
